Capacity Crowd Attends 


First Taxation Meeting

Over 200 Crawford County 
citizens gathered Wednesday 
night to band together in 
opposition against high levels 
of taxation and other govern- 
ment controls.

! ihe organizationa: 
meeting of the Crawford County 
Community Tax Heel Associa- 
tion and it was apparent right 
from the beginning that alot of 
people were very upset about 
their taxes...the meeting place 
was too small and couldn't hold 
the crowd which had turned out. 

The group then walked to the 
large meeting room in the 
county building and before long 
it was jammed packed as weil 
with people standing all around 
the room and listening as Jack 
Alef, president of the Grayling 
State Bank opened and chaired 
the meeting. 

“Crawford County is the 
only county so far that has had 
the guts to stand together and 
say tv the siaie, “This is il. We 
have had enough. 

He said the present situation 
was a matter of economic 
survival and the main problem 
was excess taxation. “lf the 
people of Crawford County do 
not want to be destroyed you 
must come up with some sort of 
organization that will conduct 
petition drives and monitor 
meetings of local government.” 

He said the township sewer 
project was the slart of the 
citizens campaign io begin 
lowering taxes and added, "The 
sewer project is now under 
control and others will come 
under control as the citizens 
begin to speak up about the 
issues. 

He went on to say that the 
cost of energy as well was 
going to climb as well in the

adverse effects on the economy 
of the area especially if it comes 
at the same time as rising 
property taxas “It may get to 
the point where the retirement 
people will no ionger come inta 
this area. “He said cost of travel 
iG this aféa Could Devuine very 
prohibitive ta the to 
as weil. Energy for neat and 
hght is going to become a very 
expensive thing as well.” 

Alef said the Crawford Coun- 
ty budget is about $1.1 mitlion 
and if this was cut by only 5 
percent there would be a

save funds. He said it was 
important to hit the problem 
trom two directions ai once. He 
felt citizens should try to get an 
increase in land tax from the 
government. At the same time 
savings shouic be produced in 
vine departinenis which would 
have twice the effect in tne eng. 

The whole problem of ac ve- 
lorum tand tax was brought up 
many times during the meeting.

Shows About 312% Increase 


Commissioners Approve Equalization Report 


By Rod Deniey 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners has accepted 
the 1977 Equalization study 
presented by Equalization di- 
sector, Larry Hunter and now 
has its house in order to take on 
the State of Michigan in a court 
battle over unfair equalization. 

Hunter presented his study 
Friday which indicated that 
evaluation has gone up about 
three percent across the county 
with the largest increases com- 
ing in Lovell and Frederic 
Townships. The total valuation 
has gone from $94,906,00 to 


$98,103,000. 

The appraisal study is done 
annually and is the basis for 
determining the taxes in all 
townships and the city of 
Grayling. “The increase is about 
3 percent but that will vary from 
area fo area and wilf also 
depend on how much a taxpayer 
property is evaluated at,” said 
Hunter, in an interview follow- 
ing his presentation. This rate 
wil also depend on the outcome 
of the state either accepting this 
siuay of adding an additional 
factor onto it, ne added. 

He said the total increase of 


about 3 percent has meant 
fluctuations of different magni- 
tude in many area of the county. 
Hardest hit were townships 
which did not ring their 
assessment up to meet the 
State evaluations this year. 
increase factors for area town- 
ships include 1.09 for Beaver 
Creek, 1.30 for Frederic, 1.05 for 
Grayiing, 1.28 for Lovells, 1.14 
for Maple Forest, 1.00 for South 
Branch and 1.90 for the City of 
Grayling. For a homeowner to 
evaluate their State Equalized 
Value they must multiply their 
1977 assessment times the 


assessment factor for their 
area. This will give them the 
State Equalized Value of their 
property which multiplied by 
the mill rate to be set in October 
will give them their taxes. If the 
state accepts the study and the 
figures will stand; if not, the 
Stale may add a factor on top as 
well. Hunter asks that anyone 
with questions call him at the 
Crawford County Equalization 
office. 

County Commissioners de- 
bated tor about an hour the 
acceptance of the report. Dove- 
tailing into the whole meeting 


was the possibility that the 
County may challenge the state 
in a lawsuit protesting multiple 
local tax studies. 

The county has taken the first 
step in the process since it has 
begun to research the back- 
ground for their case. Basically 
the county feels there have been 
toa many tax studies don in 
Crawford County while many 


‘other counties have not been 


studied for as long as 20 years, 
while some have never been 
studied. 

The board has authorized the 
research for their case and this 


was the point that began the 
debate on the acceptance of the 
equalization report. Lawrence 
Mattis was adamant that the 
board not accept the report and 
instead go with the figures from 
last years equalization study. 
He telt very strongly that the 
board should use those figures 
until the court Case was settled. 
He indicated that if the state 
was conducting too many stud- 
ies than the last assessment 
was the one which the county 
should base the taxes on until 
all the matters are settled in

The strike was settled down 
since the stormy beginnings 
and has taken several twists and 
turns during the past year. 
Included in the issue are the 
possibilities of a move by the 
company. lawsuits against the 
city, the sale of Baar Archery to 
Walter Kidde and Company, 
Inc., and long hours of court 
battles that have dragged into 
days and months. 

The strike is in Ine waiting 
stages for the picketers who 
walk the line in front of the 
plant while inside production 
continues 

A succession of courts and 
labor boards hearings have led 
to the Federal Sixth Court of 
Appeais in Cincinnati where 
oral arguments relating to the 
case were heard lasi week. 

Now both the union and the 
company are waiting for the 
word from the court. The next 
steps hinge on the final out- 
come of that decision. 

Robert Kelly, Executive Vice- 
president of Bear said there has 
been no word and the best 
estimate he could make was 


Asked if Bear would take the 
issue to a higher court he said 


that was dependent on the 
decision brought down by the 
judges. 

He explained the court hear- 
ing the appeal consisted of a 
tribunal of Ines juages. if aii 
three ruied in favor cf one party 
of anuviher he said that couid 
produce one toad for the 
company to follow. If there was 
a split decision between the 
judges that could mean the 
company was taking another 
direction. 

As the waiting goes an, the 
company is continuing to study 
a possible move af the plant 
from Grayling to an area with a 
healthier business climate and 
lower labor costs. 

The feasibility study is on 
schedule and we still expect to 
have a go or no-go decision 
from management hy the first of 
June,” he said. Kelly explained 
that once all the data was 
collected it must then be placed 
before the parent company 
Victor Compometer tar the final 
decision. “H it is ‘go' our 
timetable now is that the 
physical moves will take place 
in the fourth quartar nf this 
year.” 

He said that period is the 
logical time of year the inven- 
tory ig at its lowest and this 
would bring the teast amount of 
disruption. 

Kelly confirmed that the 
company has been studying the 
labor forces in Northern Florida 
and possibly Mississippi and 
said the company has narrowed 
its search to these two areas 
and would, within the next two 
weeks, narrow it even turtner. 

Kelly says the union strike is 
incidental to the contemplated 
move by the company. He said 
last year was the best year the 
company has ever had for sales 
and profits but said this must 
be compared against the long 
Tange proviem of inargui shares.

He said that the archery 
market grows every year and 
although the company is doing 
well, it is losing an “alarming” 
percentage of the total market 
each year. This loss is what 
bothers the company and has 
forced the possible move. 

Kelly blames the high costs 
of operating here in Michigan 
for the move. He cites high 
unemployment rates, high com- 
pensation rates, tne Singie 
Business Tax and the high rates 
of wagas as the main problems 
He says their competitors are 
situated in areas where costs 
are lower and maintains that 
Bear cannot compete with the 
automotive wages of Michigan 
and compete in the archery 
market at the same time. 

Kelly sald the effect of the 
possible Kidde-Victor merger is 
not known yel. Me said Inere 
has been no final work on the 
plans of the company to buy 
Victor and said this may take as 
long as 90 days to complete. He 
says if the merger goes through 
it probably will have little effect 
here since the past history of 
that company indicates the 
policy would be to allow Bear to 
run its own business and make 


its decisions. He did say, 
however, that, “Anything is 
pessibie” 


The strike has changed very 
litte im the last six months says 
Kelly and adds that the workers 
inside the plant have now 
gotten pretty well used to the 
daily shouting as they cross the 
picket line. “We are still picking 
up piles of nails," he said. 
(Roofing nails tossed into drive- 
ways and company parking 
lots.) 

Picketers outside have not 
wavered in their resolve to see 
the strike through. “tf that 


company stays in Grayling said 
Mastos, “then those workers on 
strike are going to stay there 
until this thing is settled. We 
have already spent over half a 
miiiion from the strike tund and 
we are prepared to spend 
another $160 million if we have 
to." 

The union is not looking at 
it from a money point of view. 
As long as that piani is there 
and the workers want to con- 
tinue the struggle we will help. | 
have never seen oeoole so 
determined. They have taken a 
lot already and they stood up in 
the meeting and confirmed that 
they are not about to quit.” 

“They have sold their snow 
machines, campers, trailers, 
and anything extra they have 
had. They have dipped deeply 
into thet savings and have 
gotten to the point where they 
have learned how to get by on 
igss. i is almost like they have 
been anesthetized te the hard- 
ships and are going to go right 
on fighting.” 

Mastos says the company 
must if the court rules in the 
unions favor either more or sit 
down and negotiate. “If they 
move that's the end of the 
strike. We will continue to 
pursue the fegal hattlee against 
thi y and the police. The 
union will probably continue 
payienis fur some tiie after 
the company left as well. We 
would pay the strike funds and 
provide medicai coverage for as 
long as possible unti! people 
are able to find new jobs.” 

“If Bear decides to move out 
of here then you can be sure 
that wherever they move that 
plant the union will be there to 
greet them when they arrive and 
take them on again. We will do 
everything we can to organize 
no matter where they go." 

Mastos said the union policy 
now is that any “run away 
company” is followed into the 
south and active organizing 
procedures are followed. He 
said tere fiave been some 
nNotabie successes laieiy and 
added, “In Florida there is a very 
strong and militant group of 
retired employees from northern 
plants and they are proving te 
be a source of real help.” 

Swanson says he will believe 
a company move only when he 
sees it happen. “The only way 
this strike is going to end is for 
Bear tu either bargain or move. | 
really don't believe that they arc 
going to move.” 

Swanson says the strike has 
been going on sv iong How that 
the town seems to have gotten 
used to the fact that the 
picketers are there. “They drive 
right by and don’t seem to pay 
any attention any more.” He 
feels it will be many years 
before the strike wounds heal 
especiaily between the strikers 
and the workers who crossed 
over the line and went back to 
the plant. 

“it’s not a very pleasant 
situation. | don't think time wiil 
ever heal those wounds com- 
pletely. 

“H tne archery ever muves 
those 40 peopie who went back 
are going to be out.as much as 
we are. If they had just stuck 
with us it never would have 
come to ths. Ws probabt, 
would nave shut the plant down 
completely and been back to 
work in a few weeks.” 

Jack aici, President of the 
Grayling State Bank says the 
economic impact on the com- 
Munity as a whole has not been 
as bad as what was originally 
expected. He said the workers 


iisite aed -pPlosusen ages 
along with ihe strike pay of the 
people on the line outside. This 
has offset any real sconomic 
problems of the whole area. 
The fact that the area is not 
suffering does not mean how- 
ever, that people aren't being 
hurt by the strike. “It is my 


concerted opinion that some 
tamities have been hurt tremen- 
dously. The strike has eaten up 
their savings and this has been 
particularly hard on older work- 
ers who have built up their 
savings for years and now are 
too old to go out and find part 
time Jobs to supplement their 
strike pay,” he said. 

“A few are having a hell of a 
struggle,” he added and said 
ihe Dank was doing the bes! it 
could to work out payments and 
ease the burden faced by the 
workers. 

Alef is also very concerned 
about the human effects of the 
strike. “Besides the economic 
problems | am sure many others 
have suffered very much in a 
moral way. It has been so fong 
and so very hard. The strikers 
still have not gotten anything 
ang Iney ae Silil waite uni he 
courts while the company has 
been able to carry on.” 

Alef also spoke highly of the 
conduct of the strikers. He said 
he was familiar with strikes in 
past years in the Detroit area 
and said, “I'm proud of the type 
of strike that we have had $0 far 
here in our community. tt has 
been very miid.” 

Grayling Mayor Dereck Mc- 
Evers is happy that the strike 
jias taker a peaceful direction 
and feals that it has produced a 
more relaxed situation and ane 
in which there are increased 
feelings of reconciliation. “Ever- 
y-one concerned seems alot 
more willing to work together. | 
am more hopeful than | was in 
ihe past that this community 
will work together in the spirit 
of reconciliation.” 

"The problem of workmen's 
compensation is a two-edged 
sword,” says McEvers. “A work- 
er in taking a job has to have a 
secure position. Also, if he is 
hurt or injured he must have 
compensation. These are basic 
righis but there have been so 
many abuses that it is hurting 


industry.” 


McEvers makes no bones 
about the floss of the archery 
company. “Those 300 jobs are 
the economic backbone of our 
community. It's been tong and 
good reiationship between the 
city and the company and 
speaking for the city | would like 
to see that relationship con- 
tinue.” 

Gloria Kraus, president of the 
board of directors of the cham- 
ber of commerce says it is not 
only economicaliy important 
that the plant stay but because 
of the people as well. “We 
wanted the industry to know 
how we felt about them as 
people. Their children go to 
school with ours and they are 
part of the community as a 
whole. We wanied tnem to 
know what our feelings are 
about their possible move.” 

While within the community 
there may be a diversity of 
opinion about the strike, al! 
parties involved are not over- 
joyed about the possibility of 
the total loss of the industry. 

Evan the industry itself is not 


without feelings about the 
move, “We have heen a good 
citizen in itis aréa toy rany 


years,” said Kelly. “We have 
always done our part to help out 
and done our best to take an 
active role in this community. 

“Only a few of the workers 
here do not have very deep roots 
in this area. If they had their 
druthers, they would druther 
not go, but if they work for this 
company and that is the deci- 
sion, then they have no choice,” 
Kelly said. 

Meanwhile the city, and the 
union and the workers inside 
wait and see what the court will 
say, and what the feasibility 
study will show, and what will 
happen with the company mer- 
ger with Kidde. Nothing is 
definite at this time. 

In front of the plant the 
security guard lights another 
cigarette and talks to the 
nicketers as they cross back 
and forth with their signs. The 
365th day turns intn the 366th 
and the strike is now one year 
old and the waiting continues.

would force the firing of seven 
teachers and the loss of all 
activities except serious scho- 
lastic matters, Some of the 
programs that would be lost 
could include athletics, drama. 
the marching band, year book 
as well as others. 

He also said the net effect of 
the increase in textbook sup- 
plies would be to bring the 
amount spent per pupil from 
about $20 to $40. He said the 
study done by the cirriculum 
committee showed that most 
other area schools were spend- 
ing from $40 to $60 per pupil.

The 
reference to the south was to 
the fact that the state pays 
taxes, equal to the value of the 
land, below town line 16 (a line 
drawn west from Bay City) while 
above that line they pay 54 
cents per acre. 

Local tax officials have est 
mated that if all state, military 
and federal lands in the county 
were taxed at ihe ad velorum 
rate there would be an addition- 
al $1,047,411 in revenue for the 
county. This was based en a 
study done by focal tax asses- 
sors of tha fand in the county 
and they say is based on very 
conservative assessment of the 
property.

Mast freshmen aiso display a prag- 
matic approach, according | to. the 
survey. Asked why they are attending 
college, the most frequent response 
was “tc get a hetter job,” while the 
sacand mast nonular reacan wae “te 


make more money.” 

As for major fields of study, business 
is far ahead of the second choice, 
engineering. A report of the study, 
published recently in The Chronicle of 
Higher Education, notes: “Though the 
freshmen are presumably learning and 
maturing tapidiy, their most formative 
years are already behind them. Who 
they are and what they think is a matter 
not only of present interest but aise of 
future gignificance,” 

And “who they avé aad what they 
think" apparently will be retatively 
moderate, materialistically oriented 
business and professional people. 
Which is about the way most college 
graduates turn out after a few years, 
according to my observation. 

In the same vein, the Roper Poll 
recently tried to find out what would be 
the parents’ occupational choice for 
their children, and medicine came in 
first—but down just a hair from a 
similar study in 1973. The rates for 
medicine as the most desirable career is 
30 percent now, compared with 33 
dercent in 1973. 

Teaching ranks as the second most 
popular parental career goal at 13 
percent, followed closely by law (11 
percent) and engineering (8 percent), 

Politics is coming right up there, too, 
in parents’ esteem. This year only 39 
percent rank politics as the least 
desirable profession, down from 48 
percent in 1973. 

And closer ta home, journalism is 
growing as a favored occupation with 
parents, standing now at 4 percent 
compared with 1 percent in 1973. That's 
the largest gain in the comparative 
polling.
